BV FRAUD! 


Startling Allegations Regarding — the 
Last Election, 


Contestant Ewing’s Arraignment of 
Francis’ Supporters. 


Thousands of Names Said to Have 
Been Voted on Illegally. 


Dead Men at the Polld—Repeaters at Work 
Registration from Vacant Lots—A Promi- 
nent Gentleman on ’Change Implicated— 
Two Other Well-Known Citizens Under Sus- 
picion-Wholesale Destruction of BRepubli- 
can and Substitution of Democratic Tickets— 
Will the Ballot-Boxes Be Reopened? 


The official returns of the last election gave 
Mayor Francis a plurality of 1,527 votes, and 
he was accordingly commissioned and duly 
installed as the chief executive of the city. 

This result came out of the ballot-boxes 
whieh are now stored away in the City hall. 

Ifthe contents of the boxes were correctly 
mterpreted, and it is to be presumed they 
were, the boxes will yield that same result 


But it is claimed that the ballot-boxes never 
contained any such result and that an exam- 
ination of them will show that they contain no 
such result now. 

On the contrary ,thé claim is made that Wm. 
L. Ewing was elected mayor of the city of St. 
Louis on the 7th of last Apriland David R. 
Francis wrongfully holds possession of an of- 
fice which he obtained illegally and by the 
most outrageous fraud. 

This claim is set up in a complaint made by 
Wm. L. Ewing to Circuit Attorney Clover, who 
has issued an information embracing the gen- 
eral facts of the ease, which is now on file in 
the circuit court. 

The public are probably aware of this infor- 
mation, the facts having been recited in the 
petition filed last Wednesday morning’ with 
the circuit clerk, beginning quo warranto pro- 
ceedings against Mayor Francis to compel him 
to show cause why he should not be ousted 
from the office he is filling. 

Previously there were other proceedings in 
the same court, in which the complainant 
sought relief through the 8 ry remedy 
provided for the settlement of ction con- 
tests in this state; but recently the supreme 
court in a decision denied complainant's right 
to resort to this remedy and he had conse- 
quently to fall back upon quo warranto, which 
was the way of settling disputes of this kind 
before there was a statute law on the subject. 

THE OBJECT OF THE LEGAL FIGHT. 

The object of each proceeding was the same 
—to get at the ballot boxes. 

Mayor Francis has been cited to appear be- 
fore Judge Barclay next Friday morning and 
then and there he will engage his adversary 
anew. 

It is understood that his counsel will not 
meet the question of fraud, but will devote 
their entire abilities to obstructing justice by 
insisting that the ballot boxes containing the 
votes cast last April shall not be reopened. 

Previous to 1883 the courts heidthat the 
sacredness of the ballot-box was inviolable; 
and it was at the suggestion of the courts that 
the state legislature in that year enacted a law 
permitting the opening of ballot-boxes in 
election contests. 

The plan which Mayor Francis‘ counsel are 
expected to follow is this: They will maintain 
that the act of 1883 applies only where the 
statutory remedy is available, and as the 
statutory remedy has already been denied the 
plaintiff by the supreme court, he cannot 
have the benefit of the legislative enactment 
of 1883. 

Mr. Ewing’s counsel will insist that the act 
of 1883 is general in is application and that if 
the legislature meant to restrict its meaning 
or to make it amendatory of the statutory law 
regulating election contests the fact would 
have been plainly set forth in the document, 
and no such fact is therein stated. 

The whole fight will be made upon this legal 
point. If it is decided that the act of 1883 does 
not operate in the quo warranto proceeding, 
which is the only remedy left Mr. Ewing, then 
the contest is at an end forever, and whatever 
frauds or illegalities Mr. Ewing’s counsel 
might be able to prove by the aid of the bal- 
lot-boxes will remain locked in the pine 
bosoms of those conscienceless receptacles; 
but ifthe decision favors the opening of the 
boxes, then Mr. Ewing and his counsel can 
adduce proofs and proceed with the work of. 
substantiating the startlin g charges they have 


made. 
A MOCKERY OF JUSTICE. 

Inthe face of these charges, which cover 
everything in the range of election frauds, any 
decision adverse to the opening of the boxes 
can be accepted in no other light thanas a 
mockery of law and justice. 

The charges are simply astounding and re- 
veal an amount of corruption and political de- 
pravity that is absolutely appalling. 

A full and free investigation of the case will. 
it is claimed, result in a thrilling expose of the 
corrupt and tricky methods by which men 
who are not the people's choice are made to 
appear and be so. 

There has been a great deal of talk about the 
last city election, and Democrats who know 
what they talk about have been heard to 
openly boast that the only man on the Demo- 
cratic ticket who was voted into office by the 
people at that time was Andy Haley, inspector 
of weights and measures; all the others were 
counted in. 

This Democratic boast is a simple generali- 
zation of the charges made by Republicans 
against Democratic office-holders, and is part 
of the charges against Mayor Francis. 

WERE THERE FRAUDS? 
Mr. Bwing says he needs but one thing to 


substantiate the charges he makes, and that 
With 


- What were these frauds? How were they 
pe and how can they be proven? 
‘From the allegations contained in the peti- 
tion on file in the circuit court, and from the 
‘sources whence particulars will come when 
the proper time arrives, we get the 
which Mr. Ewiag's counsel expect 
to prove, and the proofs they have in hand. 


THE ALLEGED PROOFS. 

They have proot, they say, that from 500 to 
609 men voted who were either not registered 
in the precincts in which they voted or were 
not registered at all, but whose names were 
by added the judges at the polls on election 
day, and they assert that an inspection of the 
ballots will show that these 500 to 600 illegal 
votes were cast for Francis. 

They have proof, they say, that 250 names 
were added by the judges after they had been 
stricken from the books by the recorder, and 
an inspection of the ballots, they claim, will 
show that these 250 votes went for Francis. 

They have proot, they say, that a prominent 
gentleman on the floor of the exchange had 
tickets or postal cards furnished him, to the 
number of 300 or 400, and when he found a 
man who was not registered who would vote 
for Francis, or who had removed from a pre- 
cinct and hadn’t changed his registration, the 
man being disposed to vote for Francis, the 
prominent gentleman used one of the cards 
forthe purpose of writing to the recorder, 
ho was requested to register the Francis 
man’s name in the proper place. The cards 
had a particular mark upon them, which it is 
alleged Mr. Hoblitzelle interpreted to mean 
thet the party was all right and would 
vote for Francis. This registration 
took place within the twenty days 
| preceding the election, during which, 
by law, the recorder’s office should have 
been closed, so thatall such votes were il- 
legal. Mr. Ewing’s counsel claim, it is under. 
stood, tod have some of the marked postal 
cards, and to be able to substantiate by the 
ballot-boxes that the persons whose names 
appear on the cards voted for Francis. 

They assert that they have a list of over 1,200 
voted names taken from the poll books which 
they have traced down by a carefpl and syste- 
matic house-to-house canvass,and found to be 
illegal and fraudulent because: 

Many ofthe persons named do not live in 
the wards designated at all. 

Many have been dead for three years. 

More have long since removed from the 
city, 

And many more did not live in the precinct 
from which they voted. 

An inspection of the ballots, they insist, 
will show that all these 1,200 names were 
voted for Francis. 


ABSENT, BUT VOTING. 

They have alist of 200 to 300 of the most 
prominent people in the city who were not in 
town on election day, but who were person- 
ated by others atthe polls. and whose votes 
will be found, upon opening the ballot boxes, 
to have been castfor Francis. Before going 
further it may be wise to explain to the reader 
just how the ballot- boxes can be made to ren- 
der up their secrets ifthe courts are willing. 
In the registration docs oer the poll books 
each voter has a reg tion number set in 
front of his name and when he votes the num 
der gt ballot, in the order in which h has 
been received at the window, is also entered 
in the book. This number, and the voter’s 
registration number too, are marked on the 
back of his ballot before it goes in the box, 
and by comparing the numbers, the voter 
and his ballot can be identified. 

If John Smith’s registration number is 119 
and he is the forty-seventh man to vote in his 
precinct on election day, his ballot will have 
both numbers written on the back, and as 
both numbers appear in the book, it will be 
very easy, upon consulting the box, to find 
for whom John Smith voted. 

In this way Ewing's counsel expect to be 
able to show that Francis got the votes of the 
persons who impersonated prominent citi- 
zens, masqueraded in the identities of dead 
menand used up all the other fraudulent 
names entered in the poll books for the ooca- 
sion. 

THE CHARGES MUST BE DISPROVED. 

Here already is a flerce array of charges 
containing allegations that are all susceptible 
of proof or disproof by the opening of the bal- 
lot-boxes: they are charges that should rouse 
the honest citizen’s sense of honorand prompt 
him to demand and exacta thorough investi- 
gation; they are charges that should not be 
allowed to stand against any administration, 
Democratic or Republican, and that the law 
should lend a hand in searching out and sift- 
ing down, instead of harboring and conceal- 
ing. 
It is possible that Mr. Francis may not have 
heard these charges before in all their shame- 
ful detail, and it will not be doing himself or 
his friends justice ifhe allows imputations to 
go disproved, such as that concerning the ac- 
tion of the prominent gentleman on ’change 
and the voting of prominent citizens’ names 
because they were absent from the city. 

Under the circumstances Mr. Francis will 
only serve to excite suspicion should he try to 
drive more nails into the lids of those ballot- 
boxes of which it seems the law is so terribly 
jealous. : 

There can be no question, Mr. Ewing’s coun- 
gel say, of the fraudulency of the votes cast 
for the almost 2,500 names described in the 
preceding paragraphs—the unworthiness of 
the votes has been verified and reverified—and 
the only doubt remaining is regarding the can- 
didate who benefited by such votes. Mr. 
Ewing’s counsel say they have no doubt in the 
matter, but if Mr. Francis has, he can satisfy 
himself by opening up the boxes and inspect- 
ing the ballots.

REPEATING. 

They have positive proof, they say, of re- 
peating to the extent of 280 to 350 votes. This 
repeating was done in the First, Tenth and 
Twelfth wards,and it can be shown by the bal- 
lot-boxes, in connection with other testimony, 
that it was all done in the interest or Francis. 
There was one gang of about a half dozen 
under the contral of two pretty prominent 


lists of unvoted names passed out to them by 
men inside in the voting places. There were 
always men at hand to indorse them when 
they presented their votes. Some startling

A BIGGER VOTE THAN CLEVELAND’S. 

They will be able to show that in some wards 
the polls opened before the hour prescribed by 
law, and when Republican judges or clerks ar- 
rived they found the boards organized and 
they were refused participation in the election. 
In every such instance it was found that an 
unprecedented Democratic vote had been cast; 
in the poll-books, for column after column, 
not a name had been allowed to go unvoted. 
In every ward the vote was far in excess of the 
vote of the same ward at the Presidential elec- 
tion. In the Twelfth ward the increase was 
700 or 800. The wards in which Republican 
judges and clerks were shut out were the 
First, Second, Fourth, Tenth and Twelfth, 
which gave Francis majorities aggregating 
nearly 2,000 votes. 

It is also claimed that they can show by the 
ballot-boxes that in ‘precincts where Demo- 
crate had control of the judges and clerks, or 
where stupid Republicans were in the board, 
as Was Often the case, they generally counted 
scratched Democratic tickets for straight 
tickets. 

By the same means—inspection of the boxes 
—they say they will be able to show that Green- 
back tickets were either not returned at all or 
were returned uncounted in envelopes. 

They can prove, they say. by the boxes, that 
5,000 ballots were deposited and counted that 
had no number on them, such as is required 
by law, and 1,200 were counted that had not 
the word voted'“ written upon them, and 
that all such ballots were illegal. 

The wholesale destruction of Republican 
tickets ahd substitution of Democratic tickets 
is charged, and among other things that will 
be proved, it is said, is the alleged fact that 
many names appear in the books as registered 

from vacant lots, while numerous houses are 
credited with more occupants than they have 
square inches of floor surface. 
OPEN THE BALLOT-BOXES. 

From the charges here enumerated, all of 
which, itis claimed, need substantiation only 
in one direction—the ballot-boxes—it will be 
seen that either a great deal of corruption ex- 
isted or was dreamt ofin connection with the 
last city election. 

If it existed, if all or any of the frands 
charged by Mr. Ewing in this arraignment of 
Mr. Francis had existence, there should be 
some means of exposing them and correcting 
the error which followed their perpetration. 

If the act of 1883 does not permit the opening 
of-ballot boxes in a quo warranto proceeding, 
and if St. Louls is forever to remain without 
statutory remedy in cases of this kind, there 
is no further use in honest citizens remaining 
within her limits. 

There should be some means of settling a 
contest of this kind. Fraud of such vast pro- 
portions and detestable character as is here 
charged should not be allowed to go un- 
challenged. r 

It, as Mr. Ewing claims, he was elected 
mayor of St. Louis by at least 500 majority, he 
should be afforded the opportunity to prove or 
to fail to prove his assertion.

WILL NOT DESTROY THEM. 


Recorder of Voters Hoblitzelle Will Keep 
Last Spring’s Ballots. 

The recorder of voters is empowered to 
destroy ballots a year after they have been 
cast. The following is from the 20th section of 
the registration law of 1883: 


The ballots after being counted and strun 
shall be placed in the baliot-boxes, then seale 
and immediately delivered by at least two of 
the judges of each election precinct to the 
recorder of voters of such city, who shall 
remain in his office until all such 
boxes are delivered to him and 
shall deposit them in his office 
where they shall be _§safel kept for 
twelve months and the recorder of voters 
shall not allow the same to be ins d or 
handled unless in case of contested elections, 
or unless the same shall become necessary to 
be used in evidence and then only on an order 
of a proper court.’’ 


Under this law Mr. Hoblitzelle could destroy, 
after April 7, the ballots sought to be counted 
and examined by Wm. L. Ewing in his suit 
against David R. Francis, in the matter ofa 
contested election, but there is no danger 
that he will do it. Said he this 
morning: ‘‘I shall very carefully keep the 
ballots of last April until this whole question 
has been decided. It is not my desire, nor is 
it the desire of any one, that they should be 
destroyed, and I do not intend that they 
shail be. I have three sets ot 
ballot-boxes, but I shall order new ones be- 
fore using those containing the votes in last 
spring’s election. 

„The law does not compel you to destroy 
the ballots a year after an election.’’ 

„No; I take it to mean that I shall not de- 
stroy them before a year afterward.’’

EQUALIZATION, 


Persistent Violations of the Laws 
by the State Board. 


What a Member of That August Body 
Says on the Subject. 


An Interview With Secretary McGrath Con- 
trasted With the Mandates of the Law. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-D1sp 

JEFFERSON Orrr, Mo. »February — State 
Board of Equalization meets on the Mth inst., 
for the purpose of passing upon the valuation 
of the real and personal property of the state 
as assessed by the assessors, and for equaliz- 
ing the same. 

The Post-DIsPATCH correspondent called on 
the secretary of state and asked his views as to 
the reasoning and statements of the Post- 
DISPATCH in reference to an increase in the 
valuation and the discrimination againat St. 
Louis in the assessment. 

WHAT SECRETARY M’GRATH SAYS. 

He says: The complaint of the Post-Drs- 
PATCH, in so far as it refers to St. Louis in the 
matter, has some merit. But inasmuch as the 
valuation and assessment in St. Louis is con- 
trolled and managed by its legally con- 
stituted authority, and that the present 
board has never interfered with that valuation 
and assessment, the complaint so far as the 
state board is concerned, is perhaps un- 
merited. In St. Louis the city government, 
the city comptroller and the very competent 
assessor and his numerous experienced and 
efficient deputies know how much the ex- 
penses of the city government are, and the 
valuation is regulated by them accordingly. 

The complaint of the Post-DIsPaTou in sub- 
stance is chiefly that property outside of St. 
Louis is assessed at entirely too low a figure, 
and if valued as it is in st. Louis, the value in 
the state would reach an amount which would 
decrease the proportion of taxes paid by 88. 
Louis to the state. Ido not understand that 
it wants the valuation of St. Louis reduced. 

Should the valuation of the state reach $900, - 
000,000, the tax for state purposes would of 
course be reduced from 20 to lS per cent, a 
decrease of Spercent. It would still effect 
another decrease; the state interest tax, in 
place of being 20 cents as now, could be re- 
duced to 15, or even 12 cents. St. Louis, pay- 
ing as it does nearly two-fifths of the state 
revenue and interest tax, would in this way 
be relieved from 10 to 13 cents, and in place of 
paying ataxof $2.60, which is the maximum, 
I believe, in St. Louis, the tax would only 
be $2.47 or $2.50.

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IRISH MEASURES. 
‘GLADSTONE’S PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO 
THE QUEEN’S SPEECH. 


“A Caucus to Determine the Policy the Con- 
servatives Will Pursue in Parliament—Death 
of Viscount Edward Cardwell—Martial Law 
in Burmah- British Steamer Wrecked—Bis- 
marck and the German Catholics. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpon, February 15.—A cabinet council, 
attended by the new ministers, took place to- 
day to settle the programme of the govern- 
ment for the parliamentary session. It is de- 
cided that the government will stake its 
existence on the measures to be introduced 
dealing with Ireland, and appeal to 
the country if defeated. Mr. Gladstone will 
make his Irish statement as soon after the re- 
assembling of parliament as possible, possi- 
‘bly on Thursday. The rumors in circulation 
and widely telegraphed as to the postpone- 
ment of home-rule legisiation are disposed of 
by the fact that Mr. Rigby, the new solicitor- 
general is engaged in the actual 
preperation of the Irish measures contemplat- 
ed by the Government. These measures will 
be introduced as soon as they can be drafted 
and finally adopted. The pending inquiry in- 
to the social condition of Ireland may effect 
‘the measures in matters of detail, but the 
principles of legislation are settled, all reports 
to the contrary notwithstanding. The Whig 
leaders have arrived at no understanding for 
common action, and will not do so until the 
Irish bills are actually in their hands. 

It is semi-officially given out that Mr. Glad- 
stone’s statement on the reassembling of par- 
liament will be taken as the equivalent of an 
amended speech from the throne. 


The Dilke Case.

LoNEON, February 15.—Many Liberal papers 
which were silent on Saturday speak to day on 
the Dilke case, mostly expressing great sor- 
row and equal indignation both with Dilke 
and the law.

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THE ICE ALL GONE, 


But it Did Much Damage in Going—Eati- 
mated Loss, $250,000. 

A little after7 o’clock Saturday night the 
shrieking whistles on the river gave warning 
that the ice was going out. The flow continued 
for an hour only, the gorge at Carondelet re- 
maining firm, and strongly withholding the 
pressure, During the flow the A. J. Baker 
and the Dolphin came off nicely. Two barges 
belonging to Hazard & Co. and lying near El- 
evator B were swept away and floated with the 
ice to Carroll street. The Edwardsville, one 
of the Wiggins ferries, was pushed ashore and 
the bull of the tug H. C. Creveling was 
beached. The wrecking boat T. F. 
Eckert, which lay below the  Ed- 
wardsville at the foot of Rutger 


street, had its hull crushed in on the starboard 
side. The boat careened, took water and went 
down until its keel touched mud. The dam- 
age was not considered The Mattie 
Bell, lying at the foot of Carroll street, was 
pushed into shore by the big floes and then 
was driven off shore by wedgingice. She lost 
her spars. The Nellie Peck was driven ashore 
and 1 of her spars. The same fate befell 
the Gen. D. H. Rucker, lying near Lesperanoe 
street. At this time the flow ceased and gave 
no indications of moving again un 6 
o’ clock 1 morning, when a rise 
in the river adjusted the floe and pushed 
it downwards towards Carondelet. lnme- 
diately the craftin the river got themselves 
in order for the shock. Until 8 o'clock a. m. 
the ice moved slowly and with a scarcely per- 
ceptible motion. e barge Ironside, loaded 
with 400 tonsof iron ore, was caught at the 
Missouri furnace, stove in and sunk. A sand 
barge was thrown against the Missouri com- 
pany’s transfer boat No. 2 with so much force 
as to crush in the latter and sink her. The 
Alfred Korte, a barge, was broken into by the 
ice’ but was pumped out and righted by the 
tug Rea. A number of barges were torn loose 
and set adrift. The tug Alice Parker was set 
adrift but caught again. The Nelson and the 
hull of the Imperial, used as wharfboats at the 
foot of Barton street, were broken and sunk. 
One of the five coal barges which were 
torn away from Central B elevator, 
went down. The St. Mary’s packet 
wharfboat at the foot of Barton street was 
broken into, but memded before she had time 
tofill. The steamer Lulu Worth, also at the 
foot of Barton street, was caught by the ice 
about 11 o’clock a. m., crushed in and sunk. 
The cabin snapped off as she filled and floated 
off with the ice. The ferry Jacob Tamm was 
sunk in five feet of water. The stern of the 
Andrew Christy was broken. The Louis V. 
Bogy was badly crushed above the water line 
by being pressed against the Edwardsville. 
The flow continued all day yesterday and old 
river captains r the wey: tiny dy 
have been one of the most imposing they had 
ever seen.

DAMAGE TO THE GOVERNMENT FLEET. 

Maj. O. H. Ernst of the Mississippi river 
improvement commission has received no 
official report of the condition of the govern- 
ment eet which was in winter quar- 
ters at Carroll’s island. In all, seventy pieces 
were carried off from the fleet by the ice.

WILKERSON, A SUPPOSED MURDERESS, 
COMMITS SUICIDE NEAR BELLEVILLE. 


A Sad Story of Love, Jealousy, Murder, Re- 
morse and Death—The Deceased to Have 
Been Indicted To-Morrow for the Assasai- 
nation of William Massey, Her Lover, 


Mrs. Sarah Wilkerson, the woman who was 
supposed to be the assasin of William Massey, 
the foreman ot the Garland mines, who was 
shot in the back of the neck early 
one morning about a month, ago while 
on his way to work, committed 
suicide yesterday morning by drowning her- 
self in a well, at the rear of her residence, at 
Lens Station, a small place four miles west 
of Belleville. The fact that she had su- 
icided did not become known until 
this morning, when she was missed by 
parties who live inthe same house with her, 
and a search resulted in the finding of 
her body in the well. About 1 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, she took a water 
pail and went out of the house. 
The fact that she did not return was not no- 
ticed by the parties who rent the lower floorof 
the house, and her little adopted son, 
a boy of about 2 years of age, 
not remarking her long absence, 


they thought that she had, of course, returned 
and gone up-stairs without them noticing her. 
The boy went to bed last night 
without ‘being alarmed at his mother’s 
absence. When he had dressed himself this 
morning, however, and come down-stairs he 
began to cry, and when asked the cause of his 
grief told of his mother’s disappearance. A 
search was at once instituted, all 
the neighbor houses being visited without

THE equalization of valuations among 
the several counties as directed by law, 
is the very keystone of the equity of our 
tax laws. Remove it and the whole sys- 
tem becomes a chaos of inequality and in- 
justice. That is what the State Board 
make of it, when they treat as dead letters 
all the provisions in regard to equalization. 
The State officers have managed to make 
a dead letter of entirely too much of the 
constitution and laws of Missouri. 


SECRETARY MCGRatTH’s plea for treating 
the State laws in regard to equalization as 
a dead letter, is thät a good deal of per- 
sonal property and some real estate in 
St. Louis, belonging to the rich and infiu- 
ential, escapes taxation. Itislamentably 
true that the heavy burden on the great 
mass of St. Louis tax-payers for whom 
there is no escape is thus made heavier, 
Butis that a good reason why the State 
Board should, contrary to law, con- 
nive with the local assessors to make the 
victims of local discrimination pay two or 
three times their proportionate share of 
State taxes also? 


Tus Democrats of St. Louis have a 
stronger interest than the Republicans 
have in putting an end to the claim that 
the recent city election was carried by 
fraud. The refusal on the Democratic 
side to allow the ballots to be examined 
is the strongest justification that the 
Republicans have in claiming that the 
frauds, of the existence of which 
no one doubts, were sufficient to 
determine the result in favor of the 
Democratic ticket. If this claim is false, 
there is an gasy way of disproving it, 
which is wholly in the power of the Dem- 
ocrats.

EQUALIZATION. 

In another column we print an interview 
with Secretary of State McGRATRH, revised 
by himself, in which, in a matter-of-course 
way, asif there were nothing wrong or 
questionable about it, he discloses the 
prevalence of &remarkable laxity of of- 
ficial opinion at Jefferson City in regard 
to the obligations of an official oath and 
the obedience due to State laws from State 
officers. 

He hasbeen Secretary of State and a 
member of the State Board of Equalization 
continously through the administrationsf o 
HARDING, PHELPS, CRITTENDEN and MARM- 
ADUKE, and yet eleven years of close official 
association with State officers at Jefferson 
City do not seem to have taught him that 
this isa government of law, and that 
State officers have no authority to suspend 
or setaside thelaws and regulate State 
affairs by agreements among themselves 
at variance with the positive mandates of 
the law. 

On the contrary, he seems to have been 
taught that that is precisely what they 
are therefor. Like one championing the 
cause of the country against the city, of 
the poor against the rich, he attempts to 
justify a gross discrimination in assess- 
ments and taxation which the constitu- 
tion positively prohibits, and which the 
statutes make it the sworn duty of the 
State Board of Equalization to prevent. 
What the law specifically makes it their 
duty to do, he admits they have refused to 
do, and holds that they should still refuse 
todo. The very function and purpose of 
a State Board of Equalization and its 
specific duties, as minutely set forth in 
the organic and statute laws, he holds to 
be all wrong, and that it has properly and 
righteously left the assessment where the 
law says it shall not be left—to the control 
of the local assessors. 

The laws provide that the State taxes 
shall not be levied upon the local assess- 
ments until the State Board shall have 
thoroughly investigated and ‘‘equalized 
the valuation among the several coun- 
ties, in order that no municipality or 
class may evade orbe discharged from 
its proportionate share of taxes’’ accord- 
ing toits actual wealth. But Secretary 
MCGRATH and the rest of the State Board 
have held, and seem still to hold, that it is 
discretionary with them to violate these 
provisions of law, in order that the muni- 
cipalities with the smallest local burdens 
may be free to put their assessment at 
absurdly low valuations and thus escape 
their proportionate share of State taxes 
and impose an undue share of the same 
on other municipalities whose debts and 
necessities compel them to assess property 
as its full value. 

Read what McGraTH says about the 
ample authority of the local assessors, 
and his denials and doubts as to the au- 
thority of the State Board, and then read 
the appendix we have added to his inter- 
view from the Constitution and the Re- 
vised Statutes of Missouri. The reader 
cannot escape the conclusion that the 
State Board of Equalization have habit- 
ually resolved themselves into a Board of 
Autocrats, set aside the mandates of the 
law, violated the rules laid down in the 
statutes to govern them, and acted upon 
other rules evolved from their own ideas 
of public policy, and without any legis- 
lative authority or legal sanction what- 
ever. MoGraTH says they have never 
meddled with the local assessments but 
once, and then not to equalize valuations 
in obedience to the plain commands of the 
law, but to exercise the doubtful power of 
increasing the revenue by a $50,000,000 in- 
crease of the valuation of agricultural 
lands throughout the State! 

The Post-DispatcnH does not ask the 
Board to do anything of that kind or to 
exercise any doubtful power whatever. 
We ask only that the Board shall obey the 
plain provisions of the law and “equalize 
the valuation among the several coun- 
ties“ so that all property subject to tax- 
ation shall be taxed in proportion 
to its value,’’ and so that each 
municipality shall pay its proportion- 
ate share of taxes to be levied 
for State purposes,’ as the constitution 
provides, and no more. The Board has 
ample power to send for persons and 
papers and to collect all the evidence 
necessary for its guidance in reducing 
local assessments that are too high and 
raising those that are too low, till all are 
brought approximately near to some fair 
plane of equalization. If this were done, 
we firmly believe thatthe State tax rate 
would be reduced to 30 cents at most on 
the $100, and perhaps to W cents. 

The constitution limits the State rate to 
15 cents, exclusive of interest, whenever 
the assessment aggregates $900,000,000, and 
cities and counties laboring under im- 
mense burdens of local debt and local tax- 
ation are fairly entitled to such relief.

MUNICIPAL ELECTION CONTESTS. 

Our Democratic municipal administra- 
tion has done so well thus far and has 
given promise of such further improve- 
ment that we should dislike to see it 
‘‘nipped in the bud,“ as it were, and the 
general public, which cares more for good 
government than for party, must enter- 
tain a grave doubt that a change would be 
for the better. 

But we should still more regret to see 
such a man and officer as Mayor FRANCIS 
is retaining office by a title like that of 
President Hayes, stamped all over with 
grave allegations and presumptions of 
election frauds, protected from judicial 
investigation by technicalities that plain- 
ly defeat the provisions of the constitu- 
tion and the intent of the laws. 

The allegations on which the quo war- 
ranto proceedings are based are printed in 
another column, and are of a character so 
grave that any honorable official: should 
court an opportunity to refute them 
judicially, rather than rest under their 
shadow behind the dishonorable protec- 
tion of a legal quibble. : 

The State Constitution explicitly pro- 
vided that such election contests should 
be heard and decided by the courts, and 
commanded the Legislature to specify the 
proper courts. In the attempt of the 
General Assembly to do so, some verbal 
conflicts crept into the various statutes, 
and on the strength of such a conflict the 
Supreme Court has excluded St. Louis 
municipal election contests from the 
Circuit Court jurisdiction, which the Leg- 
islature plainly intended to extend over 
them in common with other election con- 
tests. If the doubtful remedy by quo war- 
ranto shall prove ineffectual, will Mayor 
FRANCIS retain office under charges of bal- 
lot-box frauds which he dares not submit 
to a judicial investigation? Will he per- 
mit such a cloud to be cast over a career 
that has opened so brightly and in all 
other respecte so honorably? 

It was by appealing to the public con- 
science against Republican election frauds 
and the concomitant corruptions in office 
that the Democratic party has gained its 
present ascendency. To see its nominees 
gaining offices by the same methods and 
holding them by closing the door against 
any investigation, must bring the blush of 
mortification and shame to the cheek of 
every honest Democrat. The Democracy 
that does not stand up manfully for free- 
dom and fairness in elections, is not De- 
mocracy, but fraud stealing the livery of 
Democracy to betray and disgrace it. 

The prevalent opinion among Demo- 
ots is that there was not enough fraud 
in the voting or in the returns to change 
the result. Butit will be a great blunder 
to leave this point open for dispute, 
merely to cover up the frauds that were 
committed and to protect the scoundrels 
who committed them, and who should be 
exposed and punished no matter how the 
contest is decided. The only proper and 
creditable course is tochallenge the proof, 
and, instead of evading the charges by 
questionable devices, to meet and refute 
them.

Clarke Punishes One of the Crew, an 
Indian, for Refusing Physic—The Sailor and 


“TRAGEDY AT SEA. 


MUTINY ON BOARD THE AMERICAN 
n ae SHIP FRANK M. THAYER. 


Another Indian Murder the Mates and Take 
Possession of the Ship--Capt. Clarke At- 
tacked and Made a Prisoner in His Cabin. 
The Mutineers Set Fire to the Vessel and 
Jump Overboard. 


New Tonk, February 15.—A correspondent 
of the Tribune sends the following story of the 
mutiny on the American ship, Frank N. 
Thayer, from St. Helena: The following is a 


on the Frank N. Thayer, on January 2, 8 and 4, 


the affair having been gleaned from eye wit- 
nesses, in an investigation just made by the 
United States consul, James L. MacKnight, at 
this place. However incomprehensible or in- 
credible the story may seem, it is the unani- 
mous testimony of the captain and his wife 
and of the fourteen seamen who survived and 
reached here early on the morning of the llth 
in an open boat. The Frank N. Thayer was a 
fine wooden ship of 1, 600 tons, built in 1878 
at Newburyport, Mass., hailing from the 
port of Boston, where her principal 
owners live. She sailed from Manila 
for New York on November 1, 188, 
with a full cargo of hemp, valued at $350,000, 
and with a crew of twenty-two men, including 
two Manila Indians and two Ohinamen. The 
only Americans were the captain, Robert M. 
Clarke of Long Island, and the mate and sec- 
ond mate, Holmes and Davis. The others 
were Germans and Scandanavians. A few 
days after leaving Manila one of the Indians 
complained of sickness, but when the captain 
decided that he needed physic and offered him 
a dose of salts, he made awry face and re- 
jected it, upon whieh the captain took up a 
rope and gave him a cut or two over the shoul- 
ders, and after this persuasion he took the 
salts. Absolutely nothing occurred in con- 
nection with the Indians that is remembered 
by any of the survivors from that time until 
midnight, January 2. A few minutes after 
midnight, January 2, Capt. Clarke was aroused 
from his sleep by some one calling 

„Arr. CLARKE, CAPT. OLARKE.’’ 
Half asleep, and in his night clothes, he 
ran up the after companion-way, and when he 
reached the top, received a blow with a knife 
on the top of his head. He saw that one of 
the Indians was his assailant and began to fight 
him as best he could with naked hands, but 
the savage pressed him so closely that he was 
obliged to back down the steps. The captain 
had struck the ruffian several blows inthe 
face, and prevented him from making his 
thrusts with effect, but as the two reached the 
bottom of the steps, grappling with each 
other, thé captain slipped in the blood 
and fell. The Indian then plunged his 
knife into his victim’s left side and 
ran up the steps, leaving him for dead. 
The captain’s wife was aroused by his fall 
and in a moment she saw him enter her room 
covered with blood. He merely said that he 
was hurt, and,arming himself with a revolver, 
returned to the door. He called to the man at the 
wheel, Malone, telling him to shut the upper 
door of the companion-way. 
**I can’t, sir, said he. 
Why not?’’ asked the captain. 
There's somebody there, said Malone. 
Capt. Clarke then shut and locked the cabin 
door leading to thecompanion-way and went 
through the fore - cabin to shut the doors lead- 
ing on to the half-deck. As he did so he found 
his second mate, Davis, lying dead at tne 
door of his room, and hastily 
closed and fastened the outside 
doors, impressed by the vaguness and 
uncertainty of the danger which had fallen 
upon him and his charge. As he re-entered 
the after-cabin, he heard aman at the door. 
It was a sliding panel, so he shoved it back a 
short distance and saw a white man, J. U. 
Hendrickson, standing in the passage. He 
covered the man with his pistol and demanded 
what he wanted there. The man cried, ‘‘Hide 
me, captain, hide me.“ But the captain was 
not reassured, and asked what he wanted, if 
he belonged to the murderers, etc., but the 
man only repeated, 

‘*‘HIDE MB, HIDE ME.’’ 

Failing rapidly from loss of blood from his 
wounds, and fearing to trust the man, as he 


would give no account of himself, the captain 
told him to go away, and again shutand locked 
the door. Hendrickson then entered the 
bath-room, the door of which opened — mg 
the companion-way, and locked himself in. 
He had scarcely done so when the Indian from 
whom he had retreated traced him to his hid- 
ing place and tried to induce him to open the 
door. Failingin this attempt he went back 
up the steps. and Hendrickson saw him stab 
alone, the man at the wheel, and throw him 
overboard. A momentafter the death moan 
and the st le of Malone were heard by the 
captain, the Indians smashed in one of the 

in windows, and one said to the other, 
**Go in.’ The fellow was about to 
obey when the captain fired two shots 
in rapid succession, putting them to flight, 
witn a volley of oaths and curses on their . 
He then shut and fastened the shutters of tne 
cabin windows and lashed the outside doors 
fast. Mrs. Olarke now began to dress the wounds 
ot her huspand as he sat braced in a corner 
whence he could command the doors and 
windows with his revolver. His head and 
face were hacked to pieces, and from the gash 
in his left side, just below the ribs, the lower 
side of his left lung protruded. Who shall 
describe the sensation of that Captain and his 
wife at that dread hour? The little daughter 
clung to her mother, dumb with fear, and the

POLES’ PROTEST. 


KOSCIUSKO’S COUNTRYMEN IN ST. LOUIS 
DENOUNCE BISMAROK. 


Views of a St. Louis Priest Who Has Practical 
Knowledge of the Results of Bismarck’s 
Edict—The Suffering Caused—An Interesting 
Interview. 


The unfriendly attitude of Prince Bismarck, 
the dictator of the German empire, toward the 
Poles, whom the latest partitions have left 
within the jurisdiction of Prussia, has at last 
culminated in an effort of the chancellor to 
expel the unfortunate people from German 
soll. The carrying out of this plan 
has already been attendea with 
so much suffering and distress that a 
loud cry of ‘‘shame’’ from all portions of 
the civilized world called out an explanation 
from Bismarck in the shape of a speech to the 
Prussian landtag two weeks ago. In this ad- 
dress he said that he was impelled to this step 
by the hostility of the Poles toward the spirit 
ofthe empire, and consequently their lands 
would be turned over to colonies of Germans. 
He pointed out that he would thus get rid of a 
seditious element and at the same time provide 
land and labor for the army of unemployed 
throughout Germany. The effect of this 
cruelly calm declaration of his intentions has 
fired every Polish heart wherever the speech 
has been read, and already in Brooklyn, Chi- 
cago, and other cities where the Polish ele- 
ment is strong, relief funds have been estab- 
lished and other steps taken to relieve the dis- 
tress that must ensue among their country- 
men in Europe.

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There is a fine suggestion of poetic justice in 
the way Robson and Crane have treated 
Comedy of Errors, which impresses ‘ itself 
on one more and more every time their splen- 
did production of the farce is seen. It is im- 
possible at one view to realize the wealth of de- 
tall, the richness of costume and scenic effect 
showered uponthe play, which has proved 
such a mine of wealth to the two comedians. 
As tableau after tableau is disclosed, it seems 
as if some artist had transferred to canvas the 
glories of Ephesus in its palmiest period, and 
by some rare exercise of skill had breathed 
life into the figures. The only variance from 
the analogy is the fact that the scenes are too 
realistic for canvas and appear more as if seo- 
tions of the ancient city were trans- 
ported and disclosed to view.

BISHOP BALTES, 


The Prelate Dies After a Painful Illness 
This Morning. 

By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. . 
ALTON, ILL., February 15.—Bishop P.J.Balte 
died this morning between 8 and 9 o’clock 
of congestion and infammation of the liver, 
after a serious illness of three days.. The de- 
ceased was born at Ensheim, Bavaria, April 
7, 1827, and came to this country 
at the age of 5 years with his pa- 
rents. He was a student at Holy Cross college, 
Worcester, Mass., but completed his theolog- 
ical course at Grand seminary, Montreal, Can - 
ada, where he was ordained a priest for the 
diocese of Chicago in 1853. Afterwards he 
did missionary work at Waterloo, III., and 
also at Belleville, III. He was ordained bishop 
January 23, 1870, and made his residence at 
Alton, III. The funeral will take place Fri- 
day, the 19th, at 10a. m.

- WITH TWO JOURNALISTS.

Comte de Dion Takes Exceptions to Being 
Calléd “a Potentate Among Young Bloods,” 
and Challenges the Writer, M. Edouard 
Deschaumes and M. Edmond Magnier, an 
Editor, to a Duel With Swords—Both Jour- 
nalists Worsted by the Fashionable Her- 
cules, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPatca. 

NEw YORK, February 15.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of a morning paper under date of 
February 1 writes as follows: There appeared 
in the Evenement newspaper the other day an 
article on the amusement of the young 
bloods of the day, among whom the Duc de 
Morney is king and the Comte de Dion a po- 
tentate,’’ so said .the writer, M. Edmond 
Deschaumes. The Comte de Dion, who ob- 
jected to having his name mentioned in the ga- 
zettes, at once challenged the editor of the 
journal, M. EAmond Magnier, and the writer of 
the article, Deschaumes. The offense may 
seem slight. M. de Dion, however, bears 
malice. against the Evenement on account 
of certain articles concerning his relations 
with the late Duchess de Chaunes which ap- 
peared in that paper, and also on account of 
his duel with Aurelien Scholl of the Evene- 
ment, after a brutal assault in the restaurant 
Bignon, for which M. de Dion, it may bere- 
membered, was imprisoned in 1881. S0 much 
for the motives of the present duels. Let us 
come now to the incidents and consequences. 
M. de Dion is a young man of fortune, a Her- 
cules in strength, a man about town. M. 
Edmond Magnier is a flower of elegance, an 
elegant fencer, renowned forthe technical 
perfection of his thrusts and parries. He is an 
habitue of the fencing matinees which take 
place at the Elysee under the paternal 
eye of the president of the republic. 
In all fashionable fencing bouts he is 
looked up to as a judge and a connoisseur. In 
order to provoke the duel M. de Dion found 
Magnier and struck him on the face with his 
glove. Cards were exchanged and seconds 
chosen. It was arranged that the arms should 
be swords. The combatants were allowed to

say,the combatants were not to be interrupted 
unless one of them was set at a disadvantage 
by being driven against some obstacie, and 
the ground gained by either wasto remain 
gained andthe combat was to be renewed on 
the’ spot where it momentarily ceased, the 
combat to cease entirely when the doctors 
judged the wounds of either party suf- 
ficient to justify its cessation. The 
combatants met on Friday evening, 
inan alley of the Bois de Boulogne.

I'll 
kill him.“ Tospeak during a duel is con- 
trary to French etiquette. The Italians alone 
admit the duel interspersed with cries and 
fells and insults. M. Magnier was so terrified 
y the aspect of his adversary that he simply 
turned tail and fled, pursued by M. de Dion, 
holding out his sword as if it were the instru- 
ment of M. Porgon in Moliere’s famous com- 
nier ran some 400 yards, crying

killing me! In the course of 
this comic this grotesque 
exhibition of poltroonery, one of the seconds 
was lostinthe wood. Finally, the adversaries 
were placed face to face again, and Magnier, 
pale with fear, finally rounded his arm 80 as 
to receive the slight wound necessary to jus- 
tify the cessation of the combat, and the usual 
declaration that honor was satisfied, and so 
the adversaries returned to town, and the de- 
tails of the duel were passed from mouth to 
mouth through Paris over the evening ab- 
sinthe. To render M. Magnier’s exhibition of 
cowardice still more ridiculous, it happened 
that on that very evening he was to have pre- 
sided over a banquet at the Cercle Descrime, 
and to present a diamond cross to one 
of his seconds and assistant editors, 
M. Adolph Tayernier, also a notable 
fencer and duellist. You can imagine 
how M. de Dion and his brilliant friends at the 
Cafe de La Paix chuckled over this defeat of 
one of those hated journalists, and how they 
qualified the Republican, the editor, as a 
lache, a poltroon and a capon, to use a famil- 
lar term in such matters. The meeting be- 
tween M. de Dion and M. Deschaumes took 
place on Sunday, also in the Bois de Boulogne.

The Young Statesman’s Pledge to Parnell— 
How Giadstone Played His Rival’s Game—
